HIRAM AUGUSTUS UNRUH, MASTER FINANCIER, 
FINAL SUMMONS AFTER BUSY LIFE 


REMARKABLE BRAIN THAT BUILT UP FORTUNES FOR "LUCKY" 
BALDWIN, THE TURFMAN, IS SUDDENLY STILLED B T D E A T H - 
WAS THE GENIUS THAT SUBDIVIDED GREAT ACREAGES ON EDGE 
OF OOVINA AND PUENTE—SOLDIER, FINANCIER AND LEADING 
SOUTHERN OAZJFORNIAN HAS HISTORY THAT IS INTERWOVEN 
WITH PROGRESS OF THIS SUN-FLOODED LAND WHICH HE LOVED

pause a moment to give a tribute of 
reflection 
to the 
memory 
of 
Hiram 
Augustus Uuruh, who died last Satur­ 
day morning, December 16, while trans­ 
acting business near his home in Ar­ 
cadia. 


Mr.-Unruh was for over thirty years 
the business genius of the great and 
fluctuating 
fortunes of the famous race­ 
horse man, E. J. " L u c k y " 
Baldwin. 
It was his hands guiding the 
financial 
reins of the turfman's affairs that had 
more to do witli Baldwin's successes 
than any one of the many horses that 
•won and lost and won again during a 
long career that lent color to the South­ 
ern California of the old sporting days. 


Something like 30,000 acres of the 
gigantic Baldwin estate lay to the south 
ahd around about Covina and Pucnte, 
known as La Puente rancho, and it is 
on this vast acreage that the orange 
and walnut ranches have been evolved 
from the sun-flooded stretches of dry 
farming. 
This great acreage would not 
have undergone its transformation so 
soon in the history of this district, had 
it not been for the sagacity of 
Mr. 
Unruh, who as business manager, friend 
and close adviser of Mr. Baldwin at all 
times, looked far ahead info the future, 
waiting for the time when this great 


tusk of executor of the estate, and with 
Uradner W. Lee as attorney, began the 
fight to save the estate for Baldwin's 
heirs. 


When the matter was in Judge Rive '« 
court for probate, there were estimates 
that Baldwin's heirs would - probably 
receive one million dollars when every­ 
thing had been adjudicated. Some news­ 
papers of a sensational cast placed the 
value of the estate at two millions, but 
for the most part this was considered 
to be over-estimated. 
The estato was 
in probate for over two years. 
Mean­ 
time Mr. Unruh was developing and 
sub-dividing and selling. 
He met with 
tr.emendous 
opposition 
from 
some 
sources. 
But the result was that when 
ho turned the estate over to the heir3 
it was worth $20,000,000, and has in­ 
creased in value 
ever 
since. • Judge 
Rives, in speaking from the bench, said 
that- Mr. Unruh's work 
as 
executor 
would stand as the high-water mark of 
successful 
property manipulation, and 
that his work would stand also as a 
monument 
to 
his 
splendid 
business 
ability. 


. Mr. Unruh was a very kindly man, 
patient and unhurried in his tempera­ 
ment. 
Mr. Baldwin was a highly ner­ 
vous, temperamental man. 
He admired 
Mr. Unruh hugely for the qualities he 


transacting the large amount of busi­ 
ness that came to him each day.

THE ; CHRISTMAS TURKEY. 


" As " I was sitting down'to write my 
'•(•Poultry N o t e s " for thiB week, thoro 
came to my mind tho thought of the 
great big turkey which, is to be on your 
table on Christmas day. 


From what distant places that gob 
bier has come in many cases! 
Turkoys 
do not lovo fog, and so, if you wish to 
find good birds in any quantities, you 
must go a long way from the foggy dis 
tricts. 
I suppose that Imperial valley 
iii an almost ideal home for them, just 
as are many parts of Arizona. Absolute 
dryness, and plenty of warmth, is what 
your turkey thrivos on; and, if he has 
a free range, undor such conditions, he j 
will do woll, and bo a very profitable 
investment, as ho will pick up most of 
his food at no cost. 
Away down in the 
inland valleys of tho Oceansido 
and 
San Diego country, turkeys can also bo 
raised with ease, and thero is plenty of 
cheap and suitable land to get in that 
quarter, too. 


But as I was thinking of your Christ­ 
mas dinner, I could just seo that bird 
as he was on tho bright April morning 
when ho was taken out of tho nest for 
the 
first 
time, with his nine or ten 
little brothers and sisters. 
So clumsy 
he was, and so stupid (I do think that 
baby turks havo less sense than any 
other sort of fowl), and already start­ 
ing to pick at anything that promised 
to bo good to oat. You need a great 
deal of patience to raise turkeys, some­ 
times, I can tell you. 
If there is only 
one chance in a hundred of getting into 
trouble, a turkey is sure to take it; you 
can bet your life on that. 
And then, 
when he eats, he just falls upon his 
food as though he had not had any­ 
thing to eat for a week, and stuffs him­ 
self as fast as he can, till he cannot 
hold a scrap more. 
That done, away he 
goes after his slowly, ever-wandering 
mother, to see what he can find for 
himself. 
And if the food you give him 
isn't just right he'll eat it all the same 
and never give any sign that he knows 
that it isn't good for hirn, and next 
morning you will find him, if not dead, 
why the most miserable object you ever 
sow. Only half the size he was the day 
before, apparently; gone nil to nothing, 
and unable to take any interest in his 
breakfast at all. 


I ought to justify myself, and spare 
your alarms, by observing that these 
remarks about the raising of your turks 
refer to those which are handled in 
more or less confined quarters. 
When 
the location is such that they can be 
turned out with the hen after the first 
three or four days, to go whore she 
pleases, then there is but little trouble, 
and considerable profit.

Prof. R. 8. Vailo of the citrun ex­ 
periment station, during the recent cit­ 
rus institute held at Riverside, wwc u 
number of valuable hints on irrigation, 
a large part of his experiments on this 
line beirif; made in the Covina district. 


The value of his talk was largely lost 
for the time, through the fact that only 
one or two Covina ranchers were in at­ 
tendance! 
on 
the 
particular 
session 
•when he spoke, although the audience 
•was made up of several hundred ranch­ 
ers. 
Much of the work of the citrus 
experiment station is carried on in dis­ 
tricts, with the station itself as a cen­ 
tral point, and it is for this reason that 
jr.ore agitation is arising 
for"district 
citrus institutes,'' instead of annual in­ 
stitutes held at Riverside.

station can better be reached as re­ 
gards the results of the investigation, 
by holding an institute for a day in 
that district. It is understood that the 
directors of the station favor this plan 
to a certain extent, and it is of course 
n fact that their speakers and investi­ 
gators are available at almost any time 
for an appearance in any district before 
a body of ranchers. The citrus station 
has been very responsive to the Covina 
district in this respect, ami much good 
has been accomplished 
through 
talks 
beforo 
the Coviina 
Valley 
Farmers' 
Club, and before gatherings of ranchers 
at the annual meetings of marketing 
associations. 


Tt is, however, a plan that can be 
elaborated upon, in the estimation of 
this newspaper. 
That an expert who 
has spent a large number of days dur­ 
ing a summer in the "Covina'valley, in 
vestigating irrigation, should bo given 
a 
large audience on somo 
particular 
day in that district, is an appealing 
fact. 
This wo think, can be brought 
about by calling upon the directors of 
»shipping associations to assemble tho 
* ranchers for one day, and to possibly 
do this sovoral times a year, at tho be­ 
hest, and under the direction of the 
heads of tho (jitrus experiment station. 


Thoro is no other 
organization so' 
comploto and all-embracing as the ship­ 
ping association. 
Other clubs and or­ 
ganizations are impotent in numbers. 
The cultural questions are of interest 
to every 
rancher, not merely to the 
membership of any (dub or organiza­ 
tion. 
The shipping association carries 
prestige with it; its appeal for an au­ 
dience is more likely to be heeded. 
There is no reason why the association 
or independent packing concern should 
not lend its weight and organization to 
furthering 
knowledge of cultural sub­ 
jects as well as particular subjects of 
shipping and marketing. This is n mat­ 
ter that is being taken up at the pres­ 
ent time. 


W A'PER CONS K R V AT 10 N. 
In summing up on Prof. Vailo's find­ 
ings, it seems thnt his strongest, must 
forward-looking 
thought has been di­ 
rected 
toward the use (Tf ICHS water 
and tho use of that water more intel­ 
ligently. 
Ho dwells upon tho fact that 
only a small amount of tho area of 
California is now irrigated, for the rea­ 
son 
that tho water is not available. 
That tho water that is used is used 
too generously, and with a large per­ 
centage of wastage; that it is applied 
on tho land 
with too long 
intervals 
elapsing, and that it does not distri­ 
bute itself or is not distributed evenly, 
are thoughts in which mnny 
ranchers 
in 
this district 
can concur, 
for we 
know that our sandy soil drinks water 
very rapidly; that our thirty-day dis­ 
tributing 
system 
is antiquated, and 
that the larger percentage of groves 
tiro laid out in one irrigation system for 
distributing, 
where 
there 
should 
be 
two. 
Where some water is conserved 
by the system of maintaining a dust 
mulch, a huge amount of water is lost 
'because too much is put on at one time, 
allowing it to go down to a depth 
where it is of an use to the tree. 
Prof. 
Vaile does not seem to place a great 
deal of weight on the theory that much 
of the water of lower levels 
returns 
through capillary attraction. 
NlNE'l'V PER CENT REMAINS ARID 
Prof. 
Vailo 
quotes 
from 
Elwood 
Mead's treatise on "Irrigation 
Insti­ 
tutions," which says, "Uvea after all 
sources of water are completely devel­ 
oped, it is not probable that over ten 
per cent of the agricultural land in the 
arid 
west can be irrigated." 
Prof. 
Vaile goes on to show by charts that 
iho 
economic law of diminishing re­ 
turns shows up very plainly in the even 
application of water. 
Less water and 
larger crops because of less water, with 
a smaller economic loss from the pur 
chase of wuter und from tho fact that 
tho water lost could have boon used on 
other lands, is a thought that has en 
grossed the irrigationists of other dis­ 


tricts in the United States, but has not 
been applied intelligently in the matter 
of orchards in Southern California, he 
says. 
He has figures on many Covina 
groves, showing a surprising variation 
in the amounts of water used by ranch­ 
ers on the same character of soils and 
growing the same crop, citrus- crops. 
Tho amount of water used seems to be 
a matter of individual preference, or 
governed 
by the amount 
of 
water 
available, rather than a study of the 
performance of the growing and pro­ 
ducing plants. 


After a suinmer spent in taking sum- 
pies in many groves in the Covina nnd 
Pomona 
district 
(101.")), Prof. Vaile 
cornea to the following general conclu­ 
sion : 


That thirty days is too long a period 
to allow betwOQn 
irrigation; 


Thnt 000 feet, or the distance across! 
a square ten acres, is too long a furrow f 
for the proper and economical distri­ 
bution of water. 
He Fays that this is 
true 
particularly of the very 
light, 
sandy soil lying west of the city of 
Covina. 
Soils on the east have less 
penetration. 
Some soils on the east of 
the city,, and also in the I,a Verne dis­ 
trict and contiguous country, may per­ 
haps be irrigated every thirty days and 
still retain the proper moisture content, 
but in all cases in tho Han Gabriel val­ 
ley, and in all parts of this citrus dis­ 
trict, he strongly hints that the 000- 
foot surface running of water is too far, 
too unequal in its results to all the 
trees of the grove. The same is largely 
true of the Whittier soils. 


He shows by tables and charts that 
groves receiving what is known ns the 
normal amount of water, fifty miner's 
inches for twenty-four 
hours once a 
month, do not show up in as good con­ 
dition as groves where the same amount 
of water was applied in two applica­ 
tions during the month. Where water 
was applied in periods of fifteen days, 
tho minimum of moisture at the time 
of irrigating was much higher than in 
the case of tho thirty-day periods, and 
tho groves wore therefore in much less 
danger 
of 
approaching 
tho 
wilting 
point. 


Prof. Vailo shows by his charts, all 
based on data obtained from 
Covina 
ranchers and from irrigating compan­ 
ies, that tho lower end of mnny groves 
sulTcr because the water was distributed 
long furrows. 
Much of this differ­ 


ence would be equalized, he says, if the 
grove were divided in the center, giving 
it two distributing systems, cutting the 
length of the furrows in half. 


O V K R11 HAD I RRT(5 ATI OX. 
In relation to the method of irrigat­ 
ing by nn overhead system, of which 
Covina has one example, Prof. Vaile 
says that he is not to be understood as 
advocating the overhead 
system, but 
does say that his investigations show 
that more water is to be found nt all 
times in tho first four feet of tins soil 
in the grove which has the overhead 
system than in adjoining groves where 
tho furrow system is employed. Ropent- 
ed digging with a post-hole digger at 
various times, convinced him that the 
overhead system was keeping more wa­ 
ter at a point whore tho treo could uso 
it. 
Tho furrow system in tho orchard 
adjacent was losing a largo amount of 
water by too deep penetration. 


The investigator' is also constrained 
to say h word for tho mulching systom, 
although also qualifying his statement 
by saying that he is not an especial nd- 
vocate of mulching, mainly because the 
lack of mulching material in abundance 
makes it an economical question that 
cannot be overcome for all Southern 
California groves at present. 


A Covina grove that'was mulched in 
I art, with the other 
part 
left 
bare, 
rhowed by repeatedly-takon 
soil sam­ 
ples that the mulched area was retain­ 
ing the moisture better, and that the 
moisture was to be found at a depth 
where the tree could find it available. 
I'ho lack of this moisture at this im 
portant 
depth was noticeable on the 
other side of the grove where it httc 
not been mulched. 


In 
connection 
with 
the 
mulching 
question, he also says that in all his 
investigations over the summer of 1015 
during which time he wore out a post 
hole digger in tho Covina valley, the 
grove that was supplied with the least 
water of all that ho investigated, and 
which produced the finest crop, was 
mulched grove. 
This grove did not 
approach the wilting point at any time 
In another Covina grove Prof. Vaile 
carried on his investigations where the 
lower end of tho grove was heavily 
mulched. 
He says: 


" I t 
is interesting and possibly in­ 
structive, to note the striking difference 
between the mulched part und the part 
just above it. The lower end, corres­ 
ponding to the mulched 
area, or in 
other words, adjoining the mulched area, 
showed the least available moisture of 
any part of the grove." 


A study of the chart 
shows 
that 


the lower end that was mulched did not 
rise to the same amount of moisture as 
the upper end that had all of the water 
of the grove run over it. Only two sam­ 
ples in the, mulched area showed more 
moisture than the samples taken in the 
upper end. The lower end that was not 
mulched, fell far below either the upper 
end or the mulched area. 
The lesson 
here is that, in spite of the heavy 
mulching, the lower end did not retain 
or receive as much moisture as the up­ 
per end where all the water passed over 
it. 
This grove had no run-off at the 
lower end. 


THE 
SUMMARY. 
These investigations were carried on, 
as has been said, in mostly the western 
part of what is known as the Covina 
district. 
Local people know that the 
greater 
portion of the entire 
Covina 
district has grown up under an irriga­ 
tion system that is inadequate—that is 
to say-, the rancher must take his turn 
in receiving irrigating water from com­ 
panies that 
supply by a main 
canal 
from the San Gabriel river, and from 
auxiliary pumps. 


Prof. Vaile does not in any way enter 
into the physical question of the lack 
of adaption of the present system te the 
present conditions. He only points out 
what is obvious, and has been obvious 
for a number of years—that irrigating 
should be done oftener in the Covina 
listrict, and that systems of laterals in 
groves should bo made over to make it 
possible for a shorter 
furrow, 


" I t is oot clear," said Prof. Vaile, 
that 
the fifteen-day 
period is the 
proper one. It may be that 23% days, 
the system used by the Del Monte Com- 
pany, will handle the system 
entirely 
satisfactorily, and at a saving of ex­ 
pense ovef shorter, intervals." 


By this we understand the expert to 
mean 
that each district should 
work 
out the length of time between irrigat 
ing that will best keep tho trees away 
from the wilting point. 
It may mean 
fifteen-day 
periods for some groves in 
the extremely saidy soil. It may mehn 
twenty 
dnys for another, and some 
groves in the eastern end of the district 
may well go as long as the old period 
of thirty days. 


But the question all hinges on the 
problem of making present 
irrigating 
systems more elastic and amenable to 
the needs of the ranches. In the days 
when the groves were younger, and 
wheu water was not needed for them in 
such largo quantities, it is perhaps a 
fact that the trees did not suffer ma 
terially from the thirty-day periods of 
irrigation. However, not nearly so much I 
= 


attention was paid in those days to t h e ' 
question of moisture content as regards 
tho setting of a crop, and many ranch 
ers lost crops in setting, without really 
knowing 
that 
it 
had 
been 
caused 
through too long a period of dryness 
[t of ton happened thnt a rancher's turn 
for water was delayed. There were dry 
summers when it was hard to keep the 
groves in anything lik'? the amount of 
water that was necessary 


Turning the water into a large later 
al, which supplied a number of ranch­ 
ers .through their own smaller lateral 
systems, is a part of the legacy of days 
when the industry was young. Two very 
important 
changes have 
come 
about 
since the early days. The first is that

water that the ranchers are no longer 
n danger of a shortage in a dry year. 
Tho second is that the matter that off­ 
sets it—tho groves are oldor, demand 
more water, and added to this is a com­ 
plete change in the ideas of the ranch­ 
er concerning the danger to his crop of 
allowing the trees to wilt. 


Rnnchors who have developed 
their 
own irrigating water by putting down 
wells, are in a position whore they can 
attend carefully to tho question of tho 
exact amount of moisture in the soil. 
T h e y can watch tho wilting point, and 
can irrigate when it is necessary. Some­ 
thing must be done to ehango the sys­ 
tem of tho older irrigating companies 
beforo any of the suggestions 
offered 
by Prof. Vaile can be of valuo to those 
ranchers' who receive water in thirty 
flay periods. The wator must be placed 
under a pressure-head, so that ranchers 
can use it when they deem it necessary 
or some equally radical and efficient 
method of distributing must bo devised. 


If Prof. Vaile'8 finding have no other 
osult than to direct attention to meth­ 
ods of distributing water in this dis 
trict, his work during the summer of 
1915 will be worth while.
